taking out a magician jacket]" I'm a magician, look. 

"[Amy and Luci go through bunches of boxes.]"’ 

Luci:'' Look at this, Amy. 

Amy: It's a doll, don't you think, Luci? 

''Adam:'" "[dressing up as a cowboy]"' | love dressing up, don't you? 


''Michael:'" "[in a magician jacket]" | can do this one. And look at this. 
"Tlaughing]" 


'Tina:' "[to Michael]'' Michael, is this the garage? 


''Michael:'"' No Tina, this is our clubhouse. Our parents built this as a special 
project. 


'Tina:'" "[to Jason]" What's a project? 
'Jason:'" A project is an idea or a concept. 
''Tina:'" | didn't know that, Jason. 
Jason:'"' Well, let's get to work. 


Amy: "[seeing the Barney plush doll inside a box]"" Oh Michael, look what | 
found!

'Jason:''' And | only use a swatter to swat flies. | have one at home, too. 
''Barney:'"' That's right, Jason. 


[Adam climbs up the stepladder while make-believing that he's Humpty 
Dumpty. ]" 


''Michael:'"' Look at Adam! He's going to fall! 

Luci:'' Adam, be careful! You'll hurt yourself! 

''Adam:'" Actually, Luci, I'm just make-believing that I'm Humpty Dumpty. 
' Barney:'"' "[chuckling]'' Would you like to meet the real Humpty Dumpty? 
'"Adam:'" You bet. 

' Barney:'"' Well, come on down here now. "[Adam climbs down the ladder 
and takes off the Humpty Dumpty costume.]" Let's all say a rhyme and use 
your imagination. 

[Song: Humpty Dumpty] 

[The real Humpty Dumpty shows up on the ladder. ]" 


‘Barney and the Backyard Gang:"" "'[singing]'' Humpty Dumpty sat on the 
wall 


Humpty Dumpty had a great fall 


[The wooden soldiers and their horses arrive quickly, and they bandage up 
Humpty. ]"' 


All the king's horses and all the king's men

[Luci and Adam laugh.]"

This little piggy cried "Wee, wee, wee!" all the way home. 

'"Jason:'"' "[gasp]'' How did you do that, Barney? 

'Barney:''' Actually Jason, | didn't, you all did. That is, your imaginations did. 


Jason:''' Why didn't we think of that before? That's what | meant, "We", not 
"|", We and our imaginations did that. 


' Barney:'' Right again, Jason. 


''Michael:'"' That was fun, Barney, but do you still think we can put on a show 
for Daddy? 


''Barney:'"' Sure you can, Michael. 

[Amy and Jason see through the door's window outside. ]"’ 
'Amy:'"' Michael, Barney, Mommy's coming!

"[Mrs. Duncan opens the door and enters the clubhouse. ]"

The fade translates 
to the next scene. Barney is in the kitchen in his top hat, bowtie, shoes, and 
a cane in hand. Michael and Amy walk to him and Amy taps on Barney's 
shoulder while a squeezing sound effect is heard.]"’

''Michael:'"' OK, the first trick I'm gonna do is this. "[holding up a book]"' It's 
called "A Fun Magic Coloring Book". As you can see, there are no pictures in 
here. However, there is a way to see pictures. We'll get our magic pencils 
and draw some pictures in the air, just like that. ''[The parents air draw 
pictures.]'' That's way. Now let's throw the pictures at the coloring book. Let's 
put the pictures inside the book. Great! Have a look now. "'[opening the 
book]'"' Are there some pictures there now? 


''Parents:'" "[seeing the pictures inside the book]" Yep. 


''Michael:'"' There is? Wow! How did you do that? "'[closes the book]"' Put up 
your hand if you did that. Wow, you're all so clever! OK then, since that 
you're so good at doing magic, would you help me put some colour inside 
the pictures? What | need everyone to do now is rub some colour from your 
clothes. ''[The parents air rub color from their clothes.]" There's lots of great 
colors out there so rub the color from your clothes and throw the colour at 
the coloring book. Let's put the colour inside the pictures. That's the way. But 
before | open the book again, there is something else I'll need. 


"Adam's Father:'' What's that, Mighty Mac? Oops, | mean, Michael Da 
Mighty. 


''Michael:''' My magic wand. "[waving his wand over the book]" I'll wave it 
over and the book, just like that, and the magic word is "Abracadabra". One, 
two, three, Abracadabra. Have a look now. ''[opens the book again]" Is there 
some color now? 

''Parents:'" "[seeing color in the book]" Yep. 


''Michael:'"' There is? Great! Well, give yourselves a big clap. That was terrific 
magic.

''Michael:'" "[putting his wand away in his pocket]" And now, for my next 
trick, my card trick. Pick a card, any card.

''Michael:'"' That's right, Dad. My third trick make a rabbit appear. I've hired 
my assistant, Tina, to help me. 


''Tina:'" "'[coming out on stage from the curtain]" Hi, everybody. "[turns to 
Michael]" Michael, don't you have powers? 


''Michael:'" I'm a magician, not a superhero. 

'Tina:' | knew that. 

"Adam's Mother:'' "[to Michael]'' Surely, you can't pull a rabbit out of a hat. 
''Michael:'"' That's what magicians do best. And don't even call me "Shirley", 


OK? "[pulling out his hat and taking out his wand]" OK, | wave the wand over 
my hat and I'll say two magic words: "Alakazam, please." So, everyone, pay 


attention. One, two, three. Alakazam, please. "[pulling out Tina's plush rabbit 
from his hat]" Voila! 


[The parents applaud.]" 
[Michael gives Tina her plush rabbit. ]"' 


''Michael:'" I'll do my fourth and final trick. But first, | need a volunteer. How 
about you, Mom? 


''Mrs. Duncan:'" Sure thing. "[stands up]" 

''Michael:'"' Please follow me to the house. "[Mrs. Duncan follows and 
Michael leaves Tina.]'' Wiggle Waggle! "[He and her mom enter the house. 
The other parents cheer and applaud. ]" 


''Tina:'" Wow, Michael knows a lot magic, doesn't he? Well, how about we 
sing a song together?

"[The parents laugh. ]"' 

"Adam's Mother:'' Nice joke, Adam. 

'"Adam:'"' Thanks, Mom. Why did the chicken cross the road? 
"Adam's Father:'' What, son? 

'"Adam:'" To get to the other side. 

"[The parents laugh. ]" 

''Adam:'"' Where do four crabs walk through? 

'’Parents:'' Where? 

''Adam:'"' Crabby Road. 


"[The parents laugh. ]" 


'Adam:""' Knock Knock. 

Parents:'"' Who's there? 

"Adam:'" Ding Dong. 

‘'Parents:'" Ding Dong Who? 

"Adam: Ding Dong Dang, I've gone dead. 
"(The parents laugh.]'' 

‘"Adam:'"' Knock Knock. 

Parents:'"' Who's there?

"[Jason, Tina, and Michael enter the stage as the three field mice and kneel 
down.]" 


'"Adam:'" "[to the parents]" As you know, Little Bunny Foo-Foo is not drama, 
but a fairy tale. | narrate this story as your local narrator, Amy is Little Bunny 
Foo-Foo, Michael, Tina, and Jason are the field mice, and Luci is the Good 
Fairy. So, let the story begin. 

[Song: Little Bunny Foo-Foo] 

"[Amy arrives on stage as Little Bunny Foo-Foo holding a giant hammer. ]" 
"Adam, Jason, Tina, and Michael:'' "[singing]"' Little Bunny Foo-Foo

And it's really 
nice of your friends to help you do the show. 


"[The Backyard Gang all agree, including Jason saying "No problem, Mr. D."]"' 
''Michael:'"' Now it's Daddy's turn to do something. 

Mr. Duncan:'' Oh no, but I don't sing. 

'Amy:' But you can do the Hokey Pokey. 

''Mr. Duncan:'" No! 

"Mrs. Duncan:' Oh, | would love to see that. 


"Mr. Duncan:'" No! 


Backyard Gang:'" Yes! 

'Jason:'"' We'll show you how to do the Hokey Pokey, right, guys? 
''Adam:'" Right, Jason.

[The Backyard Gang and their parents all eat cake and drink punch juice 


together. The end credits roll in the black background screen while the 
instrumental track of "The Hokey Pokey" plays. ]"'
